The Supplemental Appeal Brief is defective for stating, "...all claims have been canceled 
with the exceptions of claims 9 and 22 which remain on appeal.. ." in the first paragraph of the 
Supplemental Appeal Brief, Paper No. 19, filed 4/5/02. There has been no amendment provided 
by Applicant, or otherwise approved by the Office, to indicate that the other claims have been 
"cancelled." In the Reply Brief, filed 10/18/01, Appellant stated, "In reply to the Examiner's 
Answer, the appeal is dropped with reference to claims 1, 3, 7, 8, 18-21, 23, and 24, all of the 
appealed claims with the exception of claims 9 and 22." No mention was made of claims 2 and 4, 
which are also still active in the instant application. 

Accordingly, the indication of claims pending in the application is uncertain because it is 
unclear if, in fact, claims 1, 3, 7, 8, 18-21, 23, and 24 are canceled. Further, the Supplemental 
Appeal Brief in response to this Office Action must either address claims 2 and 4 or be 
accompanied by an amendment canceling claims 2 and 4.
